infantile paralysis, now so serious in 
Los Angeles city, has been placed! 
under control. 
No cases have been 


reported in Covina city or vicinity. 
Dr. J. D. Reed and other physicians 
have made the statement that if any 
case is discovered it will be given 
immediate publicity, in order that the 
people may be warned of its presence.

paralysis was discovered in Vernon, 
where the hogs were formerly fed on 
garbage until the city of Los Angeles 
prohibited the feeding of garbage with- 
in five miles of the city limits. 


Mr. and Mrs. William Parke1 of Ir- 


windale, the former 
being a well 


known business man and capitalist, 
are among those who are taking up 
the matter of the Covina hog farm 
with some spirit. Both called, up the 
editor of the Argus this week and 
stated that they were about to take 
steps with the Los Angeles city au- 
thorities concerning this hideous men- 
ace on the electric line. 


The district attorney has sent a 


communication, saying that the hog 
farm fight is to be renewed at once, 
and the members of the present coun- 
ty grand jury have just made an in- 
vestigation and inspection of the big 
piggery. A case of'spinal meningitis, 
which is similar to the disease of in- 
fantile paralysis, was discovered at 
the hog farm last year, and the child 
died of the disease.

Dr. L. W. Atkinson, city health of- 


ficer of Azusa, discovered a case of 
infantile paralysis in a .Mexican fam- 
ily yesterday 
morning, 
within 
the 


Azusa city limits. It was reported 
that there were three cases in the 
city, but Dr. Atkinson denies this, 
and says that the Mexican child is 
the only one discovered so far. 
No 


deaths have as yet occurred. The citi- 
zens of Azusa are very much alarmed, 
however, and the children are being 
kept at home inside the yards. 


Several women in Covina have call- 


ed up the Argus office this week, wish- 
ing to know if any cases have been 
discovered in this city. No cases have 
been reported, and the city tyealth of- 
ficers and physicians will make it 
known if any cases occur. 


If children are kept at home and 


are allowed to run about the yards in 
the fresh air, it is not thought that 
they are under any especial risk. The 
Physicians 
say 
that 
the 
children 


should not he confined to the houses, 
but given plenty of exercise in the 
open air. They are not liable to con- 
tagion if kept in the yards. It is urg- 
ed, however, that children bo kept off 
the streets, out of stores, away from 
beaches, theaters, churches, ami all 
Places where they come in contact 
with large numbers of people.

A number of times when a car was 


run upon the siding, the 
watchers 


thought it was the potato car and fair- 
ly swarmed over and under it, eager 
to get at the contents. Children climb- 
ed upon the top and even endangered 
their lives by coming in close contact 
with the wheels, so eager were they 
to obtain the free potatoes. 


All day long these needy ones, many 


suffering from lack of food, and others, 
who had walked weary miles, stood 
under the broiling sun. 


As each switch engine would puff up 


to the siding, the crowd would surge 
forward, scanning eagerly the numbers 
and looking for the car containing the 
potatoes. The news spread that 3540S 
was the number the car was to bear. 
As time passed and the car failed to 
arrive many became discouraged and 
returned to their homes. 


The railroad authorities had prom- 


ised that the car would arrive at 10 
o'clock, and long before that time the 
superintendent of the institution was 
bombarded 
with 
questions. 
Would 


each family get a whole sack and 
would they have to pay for it, were 
some of the questions. To each was 
given the answer that each family who 
presented 
credentials showing that 


they were actually in need would be 
given a whole sack free of cost. 


As the children waited for the arri- 


val of the car, they planned how 
they would carry their sacks home. 
Some of these had agreed to help each 
other. 


Many pathetic sights were witnessed 


as the throng waited. One old man, 
past 80 years of age, and who claimed 
that he had walked from the south, 
western end of the city, wondered how 
he would carry home his potatoes. 
Some kind passerby agreed to take 
him home in his wagon, and waited 
some time'for the arrival of the car. 
Another old man, hardly able to set 
along on crutches, made application 
for a sack of potatoes. 


There was a case of a boy of !."> who 


was obliged to support it father, u 
mother and twelve brothers ami sis- 
ters by driving a wagon. He asked for 
u suck of potatoes anil Dr. Ki'iiet-r- 
1'i'liltT told him that when the carloatl 


arrived he would be given a sack for 
each member of his family. 


The potatoes were donated to the 


iutsitution by the Hurst brothers' 
ranch near Covina. A week ago they 
notified the institution that If men 
were sent to dig them, they would be 
given free distribution among the poor. 
Six men were detailed for this work. 


The car finally arrived, and the con- 


tents were given freely to the hun- 
dreds 
of 
waiting men, women and

Bell and McLachlan In Contrast. 


Mix-ups in polities that would have been unbelievable ten years ago 


are being discovered everywhere. That the newspapers are in some 
eases supporting Wilson and Marshall for president and vice-president 
and Republican candidates for offices within the state, is exemplified 
in the Pasadena News, where this week an editorial in favor of .James 
McLachlan appears immediately tinder the editor's announcement 
for the Democratic, candidates.

W. Bell, candidate for con- 
gress as a Republican to represent the new ninth district, and Hon. 
James McLachlan, also seeking Republican support for the same 
office, the daily News is impelled to favor the candidacy of the latter. 
Two days after he had registered as a Republican and taken a solemn 
oath to support the, nominees of the.Republican party. Mr. Hell was 
found affiliating with the Roosevelt .third party movement and pub- 
licly declaring his intention of supporting that ticket. 
Yet he poxes 


as a Republican and seeks to gain place on the ballot sheet as the 
nominee of that party. 


"He is not playing the game fairly and squarely. 
Mr. Mell. we are 


sorry to say. has been badly advised by the coterie of political sharps 
in Los Angeles who are urging all Roosevelt adherents to pretend one 
thing while intending the contrary in order to conform to the primary 
law requirements. 
It is a shabby trick that must provoke the bile of 


all straight-thinking citizens no matter what their political affiliations 
may be. 
We like a fair fighter, who has the courage of his convic- 


tions, and no matter how much we may oppose his policies he will 
always have our respect if he displays moral backbone.

"McLachlan, to the contrary, is a state-of-inind progressive. 


one of those Republicans who believe the reformation of the i 
., 


should come from within, and with the courage of his convictions he 
is found deprecating the formation of a third party which, he argues, 
would only serve to weaken the parent organization and retard real 
progress!vism. 
"We do not agree with his tariff views, except in the 


establishment of a non-partisan tariff board 'to the end that exact 
justice may be secured to the producer and the consumer.' 
If Mr. 


McLachlan will work to give the country this exact justice he will 
not go far wrong. 


"There are reasons, however, other than the tariff that will com- 


mend themselves to I'asadcnans as conspiring to favor McLachlan 
We cannot forget that one of the last acts of his career at Washington 
was to get an appropriation for a *2a.'1,001) postuthYe for Ihe Crown 
City. 
Many months haw elapsed since the bill was approved, but 


the money still lies in the treasury at Washington, and the post office 
project lags. 
If McLachlan is sent back to represent this city and 


the ninth district who can doubt that he will have that quarter of a 
million out working for Pasadena in short order and in other direc- 
tions also he found legislating in behalf of the district?

"Lemons On F 


Next Year" 


In Thursday morning's Examiner, 


the Democratic paper owned by Mr. 
Hearst, a leased wire dispatch appear- 
ed, in which Representative Under-, 
v.'ood of the House ways and means 
committee, said: 


"I would like to see lemons placed 


on the free list at this session, but do 
not see how it tan be done. The only 
way the proposition can be brought up 
is in an amendment to the sugar bill, 
and it looks as though this legislation 
will not pass. Even if it did, it would 
be vetoed by the president, and even 
if a lemon amendment was offered to 
the bill, it would be subject to a poin: 
of order. 


"Next session, however, the lemon 


question will be taken up, and lemons 
put on the free list if it can be done." 


For some time now the House Demo- 


crats of the ways and means commit- 
tee have been considering the intro- 
duction of a free "market-basket" bill, 
which would include lemons in a list 
of market products to be admitted free 
of duty.' 


The Argus wishes to point out that 


the Republican president, a president 
pledged to protection, is the only thing 
standing between the lemon tariff and 
its being placed on the free list. Once 
before, last year, he vetoed the amend- 
ment to the farmers' free list bill, 
•which included lemons, and, as Under- 
wood says, would do it again this ses- 
sion if the attempt was made by the 
Democrats and Progressives. 


Underwood then thinks it is best to 


wait until next year, when he hopes to 
have a Democratic or Progressive Re- 
publican president, who will make it 
very plain sailing for the introduction 
of a free lemon bill. Underwood is 
right, for he knows that it would be 
an easy matter under such circum- 
stances.

Railroad Commission Makes Substan- 


tial Cut in Freight Rates on Espee 


and Santa Fe. 


The reduction in freight rates be- 


tween Bakersfield and the McKittrick 
and West Side oil fields in Kern coun- 
ty will go into effect Sunday, Aug. 4th. 
The carriers have submitted the new 
tariff schedules and will not resist the I 
order of the railroad commission. 
] 


This is the fourth case in which the 


commission has made widespread re- 
ductions in freight rates. The first in- 
volved the rates between Los Angeles 
and San Pedro; the second concerned 
the whole'rate system in the San Joa- 
quin valley; and the third affected the 
Imperial valley. It is estimated that 
the saving thus eected for shippers in 
the state of California will amount to 
close to $2,000,000 annually.
